EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Sliould tine clianges 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Claim 1 , 'a diversity receiver used in a CDMA communication system comprising: a first 
antenna for receiving signals from a first base station of a plurality of base stations, tlie 
plurality of base stations also including a second base station which is different from the 
first base station; a second antenna for receiving signals from the second base stations 
station, wherein the signals received by the first and second antennas are both 
intermittent CDMA signals; a received field strength measuring unit for measuring a first 
received field strength indicating a field strength of the intermittent CDMA signal 
received at said first antenna and a second received field strength indicating a field 
strength of the intermittent CDMA .signal received at said second antenna, wherein said 
intermittent CDMA signals are sent from any one of the base stations every designated

slot cycle in standby mode; an information storage unit for storing; a base station
